Annex Voted 
By Belvedere 


The Belvedere City Council 
last night voted 3-to-2 to start 
proceeding to annex a revenue- 
producing area of Tiburón to 
the city of Belvedere. 
The area has also been in­ 
cluded in the proposed city of 
Tiburón. 
It includes the remainder of 
the boardwalk not already in 
Belvedere, extends south along 
Tiburón Boulevard through the 
Maritime Center, west to Main 
Street, and back to and includ­ 
ing Beach Boad. Included is a 
yacht sales business, the post 
office, professional buildings, 
and a gasoline station. 
The dccision-was made quick 
]y as Mayor Robert P. Watkins 
ruled out discussion by the 
audience. 
“We have heard the argu­ 
ments at great length. It is 
time to decide if this is of bene­ 
fit to Belvedere,” said the may­ 
or. “I know the planning com­ 
mission studied the planning 
aspects of this and turned it 
down, but they do not face fi­ 
nancial problems. We have in­ 
adequate fire protection and 
this may be the beginning of 
the answer to our problem.” 
Councilman E. G. Weed, in 
reporting on a study committee 
meeting, said that at first the 
committee, composed of repre­ 
sentatives of property owners, 
city council, planning commis­ 
sion and Tiburón Incorporation 
Committee, voted unanimously 
on a compromise plan whereby 
Belvedere would a n n e x the 
land and Tiburón would be 
guaranteed 123 parking spaces 
by Fred G. Zelinsky. 
The Tiburón Incorporation 
Committee later denied the de­ 
cision was unanimous, empha­ 
sizing it would not accept the 
plan unless approved by the 
Belvedere Planning Commis­ 
sion and unless the Zelinsky 
offer was legalized. 
The study committee report 
and the planning commission 
report were not read at last 
night’s meeting despite pres 
ture from the audience.

On behalf of the Tiburon In 
corporation Committee, John 
P. Eichorn at 8 a m, today filed 
a notice of intention to circu­ 
late a petition for formation of 
the City of Tiburon. 
The area proposed for in­ 
corporation includes Fred G. 
Zelinsky's proposed Belvedere 
Center, where a new Safeway 
store is already under way. 
The action was precipitated 
by the decision of the Belve­ 
dere City Council last night to 
seek annexation of this area. 
”We feel that the action of 
the Belvedere City Council in 
proceeding with the annexa­ 
tion of a portion of the historic 
Tiburon 
business 
area 
has 
forced us to act at this time,” 
stated Elva Paske, committee 
chairman. 
“Prior to last night's city 
council meeting a special study 
committee appointed by the 
council considered the pro­ 
posed annexation. This com­ 
mittee recommended annexa­ 
tion only if the Belvedere Plan, 
ning Commission found that 
such annexation was in accord 
with good planning and only if 
Fred G. Zelinsky could guaran­ 
tee a public parking district for 
the joint benefit of Tiburon and 
Belvedere with not less than 
125 parking spaces for Tibu 
ron. 
“Neither of these conditions 
was fulfilled. The Belvedere 
Planning Commission recom 
mended against the annexation 
as proposed and the parking 
district could not be guaran 
teed. 
“The Tiburon Incorporation 
Committee has been in a po­ 
sition to commence incorpora­ 
tion proceedings ever since 
June 13. We have withheld ac 
tion in an attempt to produce 
an agreeable boundary.

Mead Theater Stands 


While more than 3,500 per­ 
sons crowded the stands of the 
Mead outdoor theater to watch 
graduation ceremonies at Tam- 
alpais High School on June 16, 
black 
widow 
spiders 
were 
c r a w l i n g underneath the 
stands, it was revealed last 
night. 
Also, most supporting tim­ 
bers were infected with dry 
rot and one girder was “severe­ 
ly damaged at a critical loca­ 
tion and could fall with little 
advance warning.” 
This information w’as brought 
to light when an engineering 
survey of the theater was read 
to the Tamalpais Union High 
School District board. 
The board, acting on the 
spot, hired the architectural 
firm of Gromme and Priestley 
of San Rafael to start plans for 
a new theater, estimated to 
c o s t between $50,000 and 
$60,000. 
In the meantime, the board 
was informed by Supt. Chester 


G. Carlisle that the theater and 
stands have been dosed. Yes­ 
terday a pest control firm 
cleaned out the black widow 
spiders and their nests. 
Engineer B. C. Albritton of 
San Rafael, in a letter to the 
board, explained that he was 
unable to make a complete 
survey of the stands because 
of infestation with the spiders. 
Albritton said today that the 
spiders “were hanging around 
on their webs. There were 
enough of them to make me 
feel uncomfortable.” 
He said that, besides the one 
supporting girder about ready 
to fall, ‘‘a large part of the 
supporting structure” was in­ 
fected with dry rot. 
The spiders and dry rot, he 
added, “are not unusual un­ 
der structures of this type.’ 
The theater, built in 1936 
holds 3,500 persons. A stand 
ing-room-only crowd attended 
the June 16 graduation cere 
monies.

De Gaulle

PARIS 
OJPD—P r e s i d e n t 
Charles de Gaulle flies to West 
Germany Thursday to counter­ 
act apparent growing Euro­ 
pean support for President 
John F. Kennedy's plan of a 
broader Atlantic community. 
In two days of scheduled 
talks with Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer at Bonn, de Gaulle 
will seek Germany’s backing 
I for France’s grand design—a 
tight and exclusive Europe. 
The meeting will be under 
the recently ratified Franco- 
German cooperation t r e a t y 
which de Gaulle wants imple­ 
mented to the letter. 
But diplomatic sources here 
saw two rigid obstacles for the 
French president to overcome: 
The heavy pro-Kennedy feeling 
in West Germany evidenced 
during his recent visit, and 
the view of chancellor-desig­ 
nate Ludwig Erhard, who suc­ 
ceeds Adenauer in the fall, 
that the Kennedy plan is a

On his final day he had 1 
historic audience with Pope 
Paul VI, met again with Pre­ 
mier Giovanni Leone and was 
given a wild welcome by Neo- 
politans who screamed a tradi­ 
tional salute that sounds like 
“whoohay” and ran after him 
with shouts of “Ken-nee-day 
. . . Ken-nee-day.” 


His silver and blue air force 
jet left Naples at 7:34 p.m. for 
the return trip to the United 
States. He was due at Andrews 
Air Force Base near Washing­ 
ton shortly after midnight with 
a refuelling stop in the Azores. 
Whit« House aides estimated 
that more than a million Ital­ 
ians from Naples and sur­ 
rounding areas jammed the 
city on the beautiful bay to 
give Kinnedy another of the 
enthusiastic welcomes t h a t 
marked his European trip. 


One aide quoted Kennedy as 
saying the reception was “over, 
whelming,” with the size and 
enthusiasm of the crowds rival­ 
ing those in West Berlin.

WASHINGTON (UPl) — Gen.

Opposition Labor Party lead­ 
er Harold Wilson enraged Mac­ 
millan by demanding he ap­ 
point a minister of security to 
end the nation's series of se­ 
curity scandals. 


Macmillan pigeon-holed the 
demand and accused Wilson of 
“ invective and insolence."

erupted over yesterday’s reve­ 
lation that Harold Philby, for­ 
mer British diplomat in Wash­ 
ington, was indeed the "third 
man"

Macmillan said the Burgess 
and MacLean flight occurred 
in 1951 under a Labor govern­ 
ment. When Macmillan's con­ 
servative Party came to power, 
he said.

The Laborites derided Mac­ 
millan for denying — in 1955 
when Macmillan was foreign 
secretary—that Philby was the 
“third man’’ in the Washington 
embassy who Upped off Bur­ 
gess and MacLean.

New Treasurer Admits Failing 
Can't Balance Her Checkbook

WASHINGTON (UPI) — T h e 
lady who puts her signature on 
new U.S. paper money admits 
to a common female failing: 
she can't balance her check­ 
book. 
Mrs. Kathryn O’Hay Grana- 
han. attractive, grey-haired for­ 
mer Congresswoman, is Treas­ 
urer of the United States. That 
is why her name appears in 
the lefthand corner on the gray 
side of all new currency. 
“It’s really awful," Mrs. Gran- 
than said with a laugh. "I can 
tell other people about their 
money, but 1 have trouble with 
my own checkbook. Usually I 
end up getting someone else to 
balance it for me." 
Mrs. Granahan, a native of 
Easton, Pa., has been treasurer 
since last January. She says it 
is “a prestige job with lots of 
work involved." 
“The demands on my time 
ere tremendous." she said. *Tm 
booked up with speaking en­ 
gagements and conventions un­ 
til 1964." 
THE BUSINESS SIDE of her 
job was set up by Congress 
in 1789 for the purpose of re-

ceiving, keeping and disburs­ 
ing all public money. Conse­ 
quently, government officers 
deposit with the treasurer all 
receipts of public money, in­ 
cluding taxes, customs duties, 
and the national debt. 
These receipts are used by 
the treasurer to pay the more 
than 500 million checks drawn 
on the Treasury department ev­ 
ery fiscal year to defray Con­ 
gressional appropriations. 
Mrs. Granahan is the 34th 
treasurer and the fourth wom­ 
an to hold the post, which us­ 
ually goes to a staunch party 
worker—in this case a Ken­ 
nedy Democrat. 
“The question people ask me 
most frequently is whether 1 
sign all the money in circula­ 
tion personally,” she said. “Ob­ 
viously, 1 don’t.” 
SHE SAID that when she 
took office a staff member 
from the Federal Bureau of 
Engraving asked her to sign 
her name 10 times on a sheet 
of paper. The engraver then 
chose the most legible and 
made a metal plate which dup­ 
licates the signature on paper 
money. 
When Mrs. Granahan is in 
Washington, she works in an

One of her current prob­ 
lems is answering the volumes 
of mail she gets from persons 
wondering if the color of mon­ 
ey will be changed, as has been 
suggested. 
“I doubt very much if we’ll 
change the color while I’m in 
office," she said. “Green has 
become a tradition on bills.

“My eyes are often red and 
sore. My eye-doctor says it is 
just nervous tension and fa­ 
tigue.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Good Care At Hospital Is 
Testimonial To Dr. Goddard 


Dr. Wilson P. Goddard’s departure 
from the Marin Hospital District board 
provides the occasion for reflection on 
a couple of pertinent points. 
First, let's consider Goddard's contri­ 
bution to Marin General Hospital. 
He was associated with it from the 
start— from the days the district was 
formed when the hospital was only a 
dream. 
He served as chief of medical staff 
during the formative period of the hos­ 
pital's earliest life. 
He was tireless, energetic and com­ 
pletely dedicated in his concern for and 
service to the hospital. 
While the hospital district's path h/s 
at times NOT been a smooth one and 
there have been periods of public out­ 
cry against board policies and adminis­ 
tration, we cannot ever remember any 
complaints about the medical care pro­ 
vided at Marin General. Even its sever­ 
est critics and foes have so far as we 
know never criticized the medical care 
at Marin General. It is recognized as 
outstanding. 
To Wilson Goddard must go the prin­ 
cipal credit for this fact. 


The hospital's reputation for provid­ 
ing medical care measuring up to the 
highest standards stands is a testimonial 
to Wilson Goddard's efforts. He can 
rightfully be proud of it. 
Comes now the question of his suc­ 
cessor. 
We have always agreed with the idea 
that the secretary of defense, of the 
army, of the navy and of the air force 
ought to be non-military civilians. We 
would not want to see a general or an 
admiral in the job. 
We don't like to see professional ed­ 
ucators on school boards. We prefer lay­ 
men as representatives of the lay public 
at the policy-making level. 


And the same goes for the hospital 
district. Let the professional staff and 
administrators provide the technical 
knowledge. Let the lay public (whose 
hospital it is) be represented on the hos­ 
pital board by laymen. 
Let us hope that when the board va­ 
cancy is filled, the new trustee will be a 
layman NOT involved professionally in 
medicine or medical care. We are sure 
this would help smooth the path ahead.

State Legislature 
Draws Criticism 
EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
I feel several items in the 
record of the 1963 California 
State Legislature are worthy 
of note. 
In spite of general cam­ 
paign promises to “hold the 
line” on taxes, four measures 
to increase tax revenues were 
enacted. One of these, a one 
cent-per-gallon 
increase 
in 
gasoline tax, will put millions 
in the state's coffers every 
year. 
While claiming it enacted 
an “austerity" budget, the 
legislature created two new 
departments and two commis­ 
sions, all of a permanent na­ 
ture. 
Several costly studies 
were approved. (Even with an 
“austerity” budget, Califor­ 
nians this year will pay more 
taxes per capita than resi­ 
dents of any other state.) 
The legislature, in its wis­ 
dom, created a new job classi­ 
fication for important non­ 
elective state employees. They 
are now to be recognized and 
treated 
as “career execu­ 
tives.” 
Among the bills rejected 
by the lawmakers were five 
proposals to bring issues of 
major interest to a vote of 
the people. 
Bills requiring 
complete disclosure of loan 
fees and interest charges and 
complete reporting of cam­ 
paign e x p e n s e s were, of 
course, rejected. A much- 
needed bill asking for state 
assistance in providing birth 
control information for wel­ 
fare recinients was soundly 
thumped by our God-fearing 
(or at least organized religion- 
fearing) representatives. 
To their credit, it should be 
noted that the legislators man­ 
fully refrained from increas­ 
ing their own salaries. They 
also show fortitude in reject­ 
ing a bill that sought to pro­ 
hibit the teaching of the Dar­ 
winian theory. 
It is obvious that California 
is fortunate that the legisla­ 
ture meets only biennially. 
But it is too bad these horror 
sessions at Sacramento are 
not fresh in memory when 
the boys come around seek­ 
ing reelection the following 
year. 
To sum up the legislature’s 
record, it can be said that the 
basic trend in 1963 was no 
different than in other recent 


years. Bills asking that the 
people vote an expression of 
their opinion on major issues 
were rejected; taxes were in­ 
creased; 
bureaus, 
commis­ 
sions and study groups were 
created; and the structure oi 
the state government grew to 
look more and more like the 
floor plan of the Winchester 
Mystery Home. 
The overtaxed tax p ay er, 
who once thought government 
was his servant, is now aware 
that he serves his govern­ 
ment. Like so many plankton 
in the path of a gaping- 
mouthed whale, individuals 
and individualism are in dan­ 
ger of being swallowed up by 
their 
so-called 
representa­ 
tives. 
It’s time to beach the whale, 
let it collapse of its own 
weight, and boil down the fat. 
Let us hope some of the peo­ 
ple who seek office in 1964 
are willing to toss a harpoon 
or two in behalf of the poor 
sap 
who 
makes 
between 
$5,000 and $15,000 a year and 
wants to keep a bit of it. 
We’re the only group that 
doesn’t have a lobyist.

THE OTHER EVENING my 
wife and I went for a ride out 
through the Chileno Valley. 
I had been there before on* 
route to Novato from To- 
males. I was delightfully sur­ 
prised at the many small res­ 
ervoirs in the area. I was more 
surprised at the size of Chi­ 
leno I^ike. 
When we went bac k to visit 
the valley, It was again a de­ 
lightful surprise. The tem­ 
perature in the valley where 
the trees made shade, was 
probably 10 degrees cooler 
than the surrounding hills. 
We could tell that Chileno 
I^ake is shallow, but if it has 
any watershed, it could be 
made deeper by small dams 
on the end. 
I checked with Jerry Gil­ 
bert. manager of the N o r t h 
Marin Water District. He said 
that the Chileno-Walkcr Creek 
watershed had the largest un­ 
tapped source of water left in 
the county. 
The North Marin district 
had considered tapping it be­ 
fore it built the Russian Riv­ 
er aqueduct, 
he 
said. Of 
course, getting that supply of 
water has solved the w a t e r 
problem for North Marin for 
several years. 


AS WE CONTINUED down 
the valley, I could see where 
there were many sites which 
could hold sizeable amounts 
of water if dammed. My coun 


may come in the future when 
it will need more water. Then 
it should be ready to tap thit 
source of water. 
In the meantime, the coun­ 
ty could use lakes in that area 
for recreational p u r p o s e * . 
With the growing number of 
boats and boating, any lake 
that could be used for recrea­ 
tional purposes would be wel­ 
come. Then there are always 
the fishermen who are looking 
for new spots to try their 
luck. 


MARIN COUNTY LS look­ 
ing for ways to attract tour­ 
ists. Another large lake or se­ 
ries of lakes in that valley 
would be a big attraction to 
the area. They would be eas­ 
ily accessible from Highway« 
1 and 101. They could also be 
a drawing point to visitors to 
the Pt. Reyes National Sea­ 
shore when it gets going. 
The County of Marin, the 
North Marin Water District 
and Marin Municipal District 
might look into making this 
a joint venture to assure the 
county of a future water sup­ 
ply and at the same time pro­ 
vide more recreational facili­ 
ties. A three way project 
might make it economically 
feasible at this time. 
In any event, right now It 
is a pleasant drive to go see 
this charming valley in the 
northern reaches of the coun­ 
ty. You'll find it an interest- 
ty map shows also that there 
ing place where the fat cattle 
is six or seven mile stretch 
of the creek which is now in­ 
accessible by car.

Two China' Policy 
Under Consideration

WASHINGTON—A closely

THIS HIGHLY controver­ 
sial counsel is understood to 
be strongly opposed by some 
of the President’s closest po­ 
litical advisers, f o r e m o s t 
among them Kenneth O’Don­ 
nell and Ralph Dungan, mem­ 
bers of his White H o u s e 
staff. They have been with 
the President throughout his 
political career, and w h i l e 
they have no direct voice in 
foreign policy, their opinions 
carry great weight with him. 
Both are deemed emphatic­ 
ally against any change in 
policy toward Red China be­ 
fore * the 1964 presidential 
election. They are warning 
such a shift would involve 
great political risk. 
As expounded in a Nation­ 
al Security Council study on 
the “formation of a China pol­ 
icy.” the administration would 
initiate what would amount 
to in fact, if not in name, a 
“two-China" policy. 
Under this policy tht U.S. 
would still be committed to 
defend the Nationalists on 
Formosa, but not their claims 
to the mainland and offshore 
strongholds. Also proposed Is 
“opening the door” to con­ 
tacts with the Chinese Com­ 
munists. 
The Security Council study 
stresses the need for “unilat­ 
eral action” by the U.S. in 
taking the lnitUUvt in the 
proposed faMretchlnffpelky 
change.

Thomas A. Maniscalco, l i k e 
many others, had never heard 
of 
bronchiectasis. 
Now 
she 
wants to help make everyone 
both aware and wary of it. 
Commending the Marin Tu­ 
berculosis and Health Assn.’s 
current effort to alert the com­ 
munity to chronic respiratory 
diseases such as bronchiectasis, 
Mrs. Maniscalco said: “ I made 
mistakes because I didn't know 
any better. L hope my experi­ 
ence will help someone.” 
In her pleasant Santa Ve- 
netia home. Candy ("no one 
knows me by Charline”) told 
h er story in a detached m an­ 
ner devoid of either self-con­ 
demnation 
of 
self-dramatiza­ 
tion. As she talked, she spooned 
applesauce into the tiny mouth 
of five-month-old Rose, served 
cereal to Lee-Anne. 3, and pa­ 
tiently settled the latter's ar­ 
gument with brother Michael, 
6. 


Her husband Tom. retired 
Navy chief engineer vaca­ 
tioning from his present ma­ 
chinist's job in San Fran­ 
cisco, 
reflectively 
listened 
and tended the baby with a 
practiced hand. 


Candy’s health history' fol­ 
lows the pattern of bronchiec­ 


tasis, a non-contagious disease 
of the air passages <bronchi) 
which become dilated lectasis) 
as a result of inflammation and 
infection that cause perm anent 
dam age to the bronchial walls 
«also from degenerative proc­ 
esses and presence of a foreign 
body). 
TTie disease frequently starts 
in childhood as a result of 
pneumonia and is usually ac­ 
companied by chronic sinus­ 
itis. Characteristics are violent 
coughing and profuse expec­ 
toration 
containing 
pus 
or 
blood. 
Candy had pneumonia when 
she wras 10; she was frequently 
bothered by chronic sinus in­ 
fections aggravated by the fog 
of h er native San Francisco. 
The Manascalcos m o v e d to 
drier Marin in 1953 when Can­ 
dy was 21, but six years later 
she started coughing. 
She 
said 
the 
cough 
was 
caused by (1) cigarettes — she 
smoked two packs per day, i2) 
the dam p cold of Fisherm ans 
W harf where she worked out­ 
side for a gift shop, (3) the 
chalk dust of the roller rink 
where she was a speed skater 
and dancer until her second 
child was bom . 


Her life in Marin was much 
like that of many another en­ 
ergetic young mother. She 


refused to let babies lower 
her high homemaking stan­ 
dards, 
she 
enthusiastically 
undertook ‘‘too many” com­ 
munity, church and school 
activities, she found the time 
for outside Jobs to help fi­ 
nance the second car and 
dancing and skating lessons 
for her daughter. 


By the crucial winter of 1961, 
the 
Maniscalco 
family 
num ­ 
bered four; Eddie. 10; Toni- 
Lee. 6; Michael, 4; and Lee- 
Anne. 1. Candy had suffered 
two recent miscarriages. H er 
cough had caused her to give 
up two jobs, but she still re­ 
fused to do anything about it 
but 
take 
a 
patented cough 
medicine. A bottle a day gave 
her a few m inutes’ free breath­ 
ing. 
Then mumps struck — first 
the children, then Candy. She 
continued day and night care 
of her youngsters. W a l k i n g 
pneumonia overtook her— and 
she began to cough blood. 
T error gripped Candy and 
Tom and was passed on to their 
older children. One day Toni- 
Lee flew into the house, threw 
her arm s around h er m other’s 
neck and sobbed; ‘‘You’re NOT 
going to die. I won’t let you.” 
She had overheard neighbors 
who later admitted they be­ 
lieved Candy was in the last 


stages of tuberculosis. T h e y 
cared for two of her children, 
but 
understandably 
w e r e 
afraid to come near her — all 
but Mrs. Blanche Morin who 
fed and cared for Candy and 
the baby for three months. 


Many a night after Toni- 
Lee's outburst, Candy stum­ 
bled over her little daugh­ 
ter, asleep on the floor out­ 
side her door “to keep God 
from taking you away.”

Eddie, summoned by Candy 
to go for Mrs. Morin during a 
particularly vicious coughing 
spell, ran and hid instead. His 
childish mind twisted his fath­ 
e r’s subsequent reproof into 
guilt for his m other’s condi­ 
tion. The Maniscalcos felt for­ 
tunate to be able to send him 
for a year’s stay with her m oth­ 
e r in Nevada. 
After Candy coughed blood 
for six weeks, her husband 
forced her to see their family 
physician, who ordered X-rays 
and a sputum test. 
The next day he told her she 
was very ill with bronchiec­ 
tasis, that she would probably 
have to have a part of one lung 
removed, and ordered her to 
go that day to a chest surgeon. 
She argued, but finally went— 
sobbing. 
Unreasoning, ignorance-based 
fear controlled Candy for the 
next weeks while she took anti­ 
biotics and thorough tests in 
preparation for surgery. She 
was sure she had an incurable 
disease, that the doctors were 
deceiving her, that she would 
surely die or, at best, become 
an invalid. How could one live 
normally with part of a lung 
gone?
